Vn- 
to whom Pauthæa having made report of the religion, vertue, temperancy, contineacy 
and compaſhon of King cyrus, thewed in ber behalfe, when as it lay in his power to doe 
with her what he would, 4bradate replied, ſaying; and whagwouldſt thou(my deere Pan- 
thea)that I did to requite theſe cutteſies of Cyras Who anſwered; what ſhouldſt chou: do 
elſe (my deere Abra late) but follow the footſteps of his vertue, in labouring to be like 
vnto ſu worthy a wight.
